SECURITY at this summer’s Wireless 
Festival in Finsbury Park is to be beefed up 
by the organisers of the event. 

The announcement was made last week by 
the chief executive of Festival Republic, the 
company responsible for the three-day 
festival scheduled for July 8, 9 and 10. 

It seeks to reassure residents and park 
users that its new management strategy will 
ensure no recurrence of last year’s prob¬ 
lems when large tracts of the park were 
off-limits and major disruption, damage and 
anti-social behaviour was caused by the 
50,000 revellers. 

Festival spokesman Melvin Benn said: 
“Our new security strategy will solve issues 
from last year’s event, which includes the 
restructuring and management of key areas, 
specifically site structure and security.” 

Meanwhile, the Friends of Finsbury Park 
group, who are seeking to stop the festival 
going ahead, have given Haringey Council a 
deadline of Wednesday to respond to its 
intention to seek a judicial review to 
overturn the local authority’s decision to 
permit the event.

POLICE are hunting for two men after 
a girl in her mid-teens was raped near a 
popular playground.

The other man was wearing a puffa jacket, 
possibly with a Nike logo on the front, dark 
trousers, a dark hat, that had a circular logo with 
a cross through it and a hoodie, and had a black 
motorbike-style scarf over his face, with white 
stitching.

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‘Partnership’ which 
spells end of an era

DECADES of local authority provision 
of a comprehensive library service 
throughout the borough ended this 
month as the first “community library 
partnership” was announced. 

Ridge Avenue library, in Winchmore 
Hill, is now run by West Lea School. 

The deal is being touted as a “part¬ 
nership” between the library service 
and the specialist sports college, in 
Haselbury Road, Edmonton, and 
school bosses say they will be using the 


new set-up to offer work experience 
placements to pupils with special 
learning needs. 

According to a Bush Hill Park Resi¬ 
dents’ Association newsletter, the stu¬ 
dents will also be selling coffees and 
teas on certain days. 

Staff from West Lea will be based in 
the library. 

There are no longer any paid council 
staff in the library. Volunteers and staff 
from West Lea have taken their place. 

According to Michael Hardyman, a 
Bush Hill Park resident, who uses the 
John Jackson library, in Agricola Place, 


a similar situation has occurred there 
and he believes that it has impacted on 
the quality of service. 

He told the Advertiser. “It has 
become apparent that if volunteers only 
are present the service offered is poorer 
because they only have limited access 
to the IT system. 

“I am not party to the detailed opera¬ 
tional reasons behind this, but talking 
to the staff it appears that they have a 
limited screen and cannot access the 
data held on library users. 

“This means that they cannot issue 
library cards with the result that you

can no longer join the library at John 
Jackson unless an employee of Enfield 
Council [as opposed to a volunteer], 
who is library trained, is present.” 

The council is focusing its resources 
on four flagship libraries while other 
libraries, while still technically under 
council control, will be run in partner¬ 
ship agreements or by volunteers.

Striking junior doctors 


Junior doctors stage historic walk-out 


JUNIOR doctors have staged their first 
ever all-out strike in protest at the 
government’s proposal to force them 
to work hours their trade union says 
are “unsafe”. 

Although all doctors below consultant 
level have already been on strike this 
year, the industrial action yesterday and 
today is the first time that junior 
doctors have withdrawn from emer¬ 
gency and A&E care. The walk-outs 
are scheduled to take place between 
9am and 5pm on both days. 

The British Medical Association has 
said that consultants will cover 
emergency departments and hospitals 
have cancelled all non-emergency, 


outpatient and elective surgery. 

North Middlesex University Hospital, 
in Edmonton, has the borough’s only 
A&E department and in recent months 
has been at the centre of controversies 
over waiting times. 

Staff at the emergency unit have even 
made PA announcements telling 
patients to go home if their condition is 
not life-threatening. 

On Tuesday morning, a spokesman 
from North Middlesex warned: “There 
is a likelihood of patients having to 
wait for longer than usual for 
non-emergency treatment.” 

The Royal Free London NHS 
Foundation Trust, which runs Chase 


Farm Hospital, in The Ridgeway, 
Enfield, admitted that more procedures 
would be cancelled than previously 
because of the scale of the strike action. 

A spokeswoman said: “While we are 
working hard to ensure that 
cancellations are kept to a minimum, 
the nature of this industrial action 
means we have had to cancel more 
appointments than with previous 
strikes. Patients whose treatment is 
affected will have been contacted by 
telephone to inform them their 
appointment has been cancelled. We 
will follow this up to re-book an 
alternative appointment in the next two 
to three weeks.”

‘We shared everything - I’m so glad 

we don’t share this

A TWIN taking part in a medical study 
into the genetics of Parkinson’s disease 
has spoken of his shock and relief 
after discovering that - unlike him - his 
identical twin brother was free from 
the condition. 

Peter and Paul Rodriguez, 47, were 
inseparable growing up and have 
shared many coincidences throughout 
their lives. 

So when Peter, a teaching assistant, 
who lives in Connop Road, Freezywater, 
was diagnosed with the illness three 
years ago, his first thought was for his 
brother, who had moved to the United 
States 20 years earlier. 

Peter said: “We were pretty much two 
peas in a pod. Our friends couldn’t tell 
us apart. 

“We had our tonsils removed at the 
same time, wisdom teeth removed at the 
same time. Whatever he had, I had.” 

When Peter was told he had the incur¬ 
able progressive neurological condition, 
his thoughta turned immedaitely Paul. 

Peter said: “I was extremely relieved 
when I found out he didn’t have it. 

“If I could choose for one of us to 
have it, I would want it to be me and I 
know Paul feels the same about me.” 

Now the brothers have joined the 
Parkinson’s Families Project, which is 
led by Professor Huw Morris, consul¬ 
tant neurologist and professor of clinical 
neuroscience at the UCL Institute of 
Neurology at the Royal Free London 
Hospital, in Hampstead. 

ProfessorMorris said: “The participa¬ 
tion of Peter and Paul Rodriguez and 


similar families is essential for our 
work. We are focused on understanding 
the basic steps that lead some people 
to develop Parkinson’s while others 
are unaffected. 

“We hope that understanding 
these mechanisms will in time lead 
to new treatments that might halt 
this condition.” 

Peter, who is a jazz pianist who played 
with singer songwriter (and former 
Southgate resident) the late Amy Wine- 
house, said that in the past year his 
symptoms had started to have a signifi¬ 
cant impact on his life and that he now 
fears for the future. 

He said: “It started off as something 
that was a bit annoying and then started 
to affect my ability to do the things I 
really love, like playing piano. 

“I worry that my wife married a hus¬ 
band, but I married a carer. I worry for 
the future and the thought of a 4ft lOins 
woman having to push me around in 
a wheelchair. 

“I joined the research project because 
I wanted to help the doctors who were 
helping me. 

“I also wanted to help stop other peo¬ 
ple experiencing this illness. If I have a 
chance to help eradicate this disease, I 
can’t turn that down. 

“There’s also a part of me that 
wants to find out why I have it and my 
brother doesn’t.” 

The research team is interested in 
hearing from people with a family his¬ 
tory of Parkinson’s or who developed 
the condition before the age of 45. To

Charity runners put in marathon effort

IT was agony and ecstasy for Enfield runners 
who completed Sunday’s London Marathon 
alongside 39,000 others. 

While first-timer Jeffrey Till gritted his teeth to 
go through the pain barrier, more experienced 
runners James Arrowsmith and Stephen Moss 
took it all in their stride. 

Jeffrey had to hobble the last five miles of the 
26-mile race due to the pain in his arthritic knee. 

“Never ever again,” said the 52-year-old 
marathon novice, of Chase Side, after a pain- 
wracked sleepless night following the event. 

“I’m stiff all over, my thighs feel on fire and 
I’m knackered,” he said. 

“I booked Monday off because I knew I would¬ 
n’t be able to get into work. The way I feel now 
it would probably take me six months crawling 
on my hands and knees just to get from my home 
to Enfield Town.” 

The British Telecom shop steward ran in mem¬ 
ory of his sister-in law, who died of lung cancer 
two years ago, and raised more than £6,800 for 
the British Lung Foundation. 

“I’m immensely proud of myself to have fin¬ 
ished in under five hours and intend framing my 
medal and prominently displaying it,” he added. 

Brothers-in law James and Stephen have 
run the marathon many times before - seven and 
six respectively. 

Both are members of Trent Park Running Club 
and compete in club events. 

James, a product manager, of Manor Road, 
raised more than £3,000 for the Sarcoma UK 
charity in memory of his father, who died from 
cancer last year. 

He completed the race in a personal best time 
of two hours, 59 minutes and 57 seconds. 

Stephen, an insurance broker, who lives off 
Parsonage Lane, also achieved a personal best, 
crossing the line in three hours and 12 seconds. 

The two men were cheered on by their wives,

Kate and Louise, who are identical twins, as well 
as Stephen’s son Oliver and other relatives. 

Twenty Trent Park club runners took part, with 
Paul Brennan (2-43), Scott Aiken (2-49) and 
David Kunzman (2-50) producing the best times. 

Raising money for research into Par kin son’s 
disease was Winchmore Hill resident Allan Fred¬ 
eriksen. The 45-year-old, of Woodcraft, was run¬ 
ning in his second marathon and chose the 
charity Parkinson’s UK to benefit from his 
fundraising feat. His father has the disease. 

Allan, who finished in a respectable time of 
three hours and 26 minutes, said: “It’s a great 
experience to take part, but it’s a shame you can't 
enjoy the second half of the race because its so 
physically exhausting.” 

Edmonton resident and singer and dancer 
Louise Williams, another first-timer, also over¬ 
came the pain barrier to complete the marathon 
and raise £1,500 for deafblind charity Sense. 

The 20-year-old said: “I was coasting until I hit 
the wall at 16 miles. It hurt so much, but the 
kindness and support from the crowds lining the 
route kept me going.”

Don’t face this 
illness alone 

FOR more than 16 years, ever since 
my brother in law Gordon Scarfe was 
diagnosed, I have seen at first-hand 
what it’s like to live with Parkinson’s 
and what a struggle it can be to cope 
with this progressive and potentially 
devastating condition. 

In many ways, Gordon is lucky as he 
has a loving and supportive family 
around him. 

Some people struggle on their own 
and, heartbreakingly, this is often 
because they are frightened to share 
their diagnosis. 

According to new findings from 
Parkinson’s UK, released to highlight 
this month’s Parkinson’s Awareness 
Week, nearly two fifths of people with 
Parkinson’s feel the need to hide their 
symptoms or lie about their condition 
to those closest to them. 

There are 127,000 people living with 
Parkinson’s in the UK and someone is 
diagnosed with the condition every 
hour. Parkinson’s UK estimates that, 
sadly, 42,000 people in the UK have 
delayed sharing their diagnosis with 
someone close to them. 

What this means is that fear of 
“coming out” about Parkinson’s is pre¬ 
venting people from seeking the vital 
support available, just when they are 
struggling emotionally to cope. 

Nearly 20 per cent of people 
surveyed said it “felt like my world 
has ended” in the year following 
diagnosis. It particularly upsets me to 
learn that the problem is especially 
acute for younger people, who may be 
trying to juggle demanding family and 
work commitments while hiding life¬ 
changing news. 

No one should feel alone in dealing 
with a diagnosis of Parkinson’s. I am 
determined that each and every person 
with the disease should be aware of the 
support available so that they feel able 
to face the future, rather than hide 
from it. 

There is so much that can be done to 
help and I can’t bear to think of those 
diagnosed suffering unnecessary fear 
and anxiety on their own. 

I hope this letter will encourage 
those among your readers who are 
affected to contact us and help them 
feel more confident about sharing their 
diagnosis with someone close to them.

Voice concerns at 
loss of vital service 


WE are writing to express our concern 
at the decision to cut the Deaf Project 
and Enfield Disability Action (EDA), 
which came into force on April 18. 

The Deaf Community’s Enfield 
Deaf Image Group (ENDIG) was not 
consulted or engaged properly before 
the decision was made. 

ENDIG was surprised at the lack of 
consultation between the council and 
EDA regarding deaf services. 

The Deaf Project has a wealth of 
experiences in service with deaf peo¬ 
ple, so has recorded much evidence. 

This will show the necessity for the 
Deaf Project to continue. 

The council should have engaged 
fully with EDA’s Deaf Project as part 
of its network in the borough to avoid 
a further grief and difficulty. 

Many deaf people were surprised at 
the announcement of online services 
set up with British Sign Language 
interpreters in Enfield Civic Centre 
and libraries. 

This happened without consultation 
with the Deaf Project and ENDIG. 

Lack of consultation with EDA’s 
Deaf Project and ENDIG has gone on 
for months. 

For instance, a recent one was a deaf 


awareness training arranged with one 
organisation outside Enfield. It would 
have been better for the council to 
check with the EDA’s Deaf Project. 

British Sign Language was recog¬ 
nised as a fourth language by the gov¬ 
ernment in March 2003. 

It has a complex and rich language, 
developed by the deaf community. 
To learn this requires a minimum of 
three years. 

It has been reported that the Deaf 
Project has successfully helped deaf 
people for more than 20 years. 

The Deaf Project’s staff must have 
sign language skill in order to commu-

Record number 
get first choice 
school places

A RECORD number of primary school children 
got their first choice of school with Enfield 
Council claiming it was down to “more places” 
and “careful planning”. 

More than 96 per cent of families were offered 
a place at one of their first three choices, com¬ 
pared with 94 per cent last year. 

Of 4,508 “on-time” applications, plus 40 late 
bids - the highest number since 2011 - 4,399 
children have been offered one of their preferred 
schools, leaving 109 on-time applicants without 
the offer of a preferred place. 

Parents now have to accept the offer in order 
for their children to start school in September. 

Ayfer Orhan, the council’s cabinet member for 
education, children’s services and protection, said 
Enfield had created 4,400 new school places in 
the past few years to try and cater for everyone. 

She said: “This year 96.26 per cent of families 
have been offered a place at one of their first 
three preferences. 

“Through careful planning and well-managed 
projects we have consistently developed primary 
school places working with schools to ensure 
that we have enough places in the areas where 
they are most needed. 

“In the past few years we have created in

excess of 4,400 places to ensure that Enfield’s 
children can learn in great schools with all the 
facilities and great teaching for them to thrive.” 

At Enfield schools, 213 places have been 
offered to children living outside the borough, 
and 232 Enfield children have been offered 
places at schools run by other local authorities. 

Enfield Council also confirmed that there were 
422 places still open in reception for the 2016/17 
school year.

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Stafford replaced 
following reshuffle

A LONG-SERVING finance chief has lost his top 
job just months after a much-publicised foul- 
mouthed outburst at an Enfield Council meeting. 

Veteran politician Andrew Stafford had been the 
cabinet’s finance chief since the Labour group came 
to power in 2010. 

However, he was axed from the cabinet earlier this 
month when Labour councillors voted internally on 
who should remain in the top jobs. 

Mr Stafford, who represents the Edmonton Green 
ward, has overseen six years of cuts to Enfield’s 
local government grant, steering successive budgets 
through the corridors of power in the borough. 

But his future in Labour’s top team had been in 
doubt ever since he called Conservative ward coun¬ 
cillor for Southgate Green Alessandro Georgiou a 
four-letter expletive at full council meeting in 
November last year. 

The outburst, prompted by a speech from the 
young Conservative councillor lauding the work of 
Margaret Thatcher in her treatment of strikers in the 
1980s, was widely reported and sparked a Tory 
walk-out from the chamber in protest at his language. 

Dino Lemonides, a ward councillor for Turkey 
Street, takes over from Mr Stafford as cabinet mem¬ 
ber for finance. 

Mr Lemonides works as an accountant and was 
elected to the council for the first time in 2010. 

Kristal Fonyonga is replacing Nneka Keazor as 
the cabinet member for community safety and 
public health. 

The trained lawyer has risen rapidly through the 
ranks of the Labour group after being elected to rep¬ 
resent the Enfield Lock ward in 2014.

Burrowes helps defeat migrant bill amendment 


AN MP has defended his decision to 
vote against an amendment to the gov¬ 
ernment’s immigration bill allowing 
3,000 unaccompanied children stranded 
in Europe into the UK. 

David Burrowes, the Conservative MP 
for Enfield Southgate, insists he is 
satisfied with the government’s pledge 
last week to bring 3,000 children from 
Syria, other parts of the Middle East 
and north Africa while giving aid 
money to charities to help with the 
administration of migrant camps in 
Europe, rather than accepting the thou¬ 
sands of child refugees who have 
already travelled to Europe. 

The father-of-six, told the Advertiser. 
“The government have introduced a 
new relocation scheme for unaccompa¬ 


nied children in the Middle East and 
north Africa. 

“That’s why I supported the govern¬ 
ment against Lord Dubs’ amendment to 
the immigration bill. 

“They have pledged £10million in 
aid to children’s charities to deal with 
the process of registering asylum claims 
from children in camps in France 
and Greece.” 

Mr Burrowes has visited camps in 
northern France and seen the chaos 
- and says that funding charities on the 
ground in those camps is better than 
bringing unaccompanied migrant chil¬ 
dren to Britain. 

On Monday night, MPs voted by 294 
votes to 276 to reject a plan for Britain 
to accept 3,000 unaccompanied Syrian 


child refugees who had travelled 
to Europe. 

Ministers say they will take an extra 
3,000 vulnerable children, but that they 
should be drawn from camps near the 
conflict zone. 

A small number of Conservatives 
rebelled against the government to vote 
with Labour to help the children who 
had already made the journey 

Joan Ryan, Labour MP for Enfield 
North, and Kate Osamor, Labour MP 
for Edmonton, both voted in favour of 
the amendment. 

The amendment to the government’s 
immigration bill had been proposed by 
Labour’s Lord Dubs, who himself 
arrived in Britain as a child refugee flee¬ 
ing the Holocaust in the 1930s.

Hoping for change of heart: Keble School bursar John Field 

School awaits 
fate of bid to 
prevent costly 
demolition job 


Extension will have to come down 
if planning chiefs reject alterations 


A PRIVATE school was waiting to 
hear this week whether it has to 
bulldoze a cloakroom extension 
following a building blunder over 
how high it is. 

Fee-paying Keble Preparatory 
School, in Winchmore Hill, were 
due to find out at last night’s (Tues¬ 
day) meeting of Enfield Council’s 
planning committee if the modifi¬ 
cations it had agreed to make had 
been rejected. 

The Advertiser went to press 
before the outcome of the meeting 
was known. The school fears if con¬ 
sent is refused it could be landed 
with a bill of more than £250,000. 

The single-storey cloakroom was 
built two years ago to replace a 
rickety, shed-like building which 
leaked and was draughty. 

But its size was deemed by the 
council to have a significant 
adverse affect on a neighbour’s 
adjoining property. 

When the school realised a mis¬ 
take had been over the height, it 
applied to the council for retrospec¬ 
tive planning consent. 

Although officers recommended 
approval, councillors on the plan¬ 
ning committee turned down the 
application on the grounds that the 
taller-than-agreed extension led to a 
loss of “outlook and an increased 
sense of enclosure” for the resident 
of the neighbouring property, in 
Harwoods Yard, Wades Hill. 

But John Field, the school’s bur¬ 
sar, fears that if the modifications, 


which include changing the materi¬ 
als used on the roof and removing 
the parapet walling, are rejected the 
only option for the school will be to 
demolish the cloakroom and 
rebuild rebuild it. 

“If we have to demolish and com¬ 
pletely rebuild, it’s something like a 
quarter of a million pounds because 
it joins into an extension at the 
back, so we would have to take the 
whole thing down and rebuild from 
scratch,” Mr Field explained. 

“Obviously, it’s a huge chunk of 
money, so it then has a knock-on 
effect on other things that we would 
like to refurbish.” 

Although yearly fees for senior 
boys at the school work out at about 
£12,000, Mr Field explained that 
because of its fee-paying status, 
Keble is not eligible for any of the 
building grants that state-run pri¬ 
maries can apply for. 

Despite the school’s admission 
that it is prepared to spend £70,000 
on changes it feels will benefit its 
neighbour, in a report which went 
before the planning committee, 
officers told councillors that the 
changes did not address the local 
authority’s previous concerns about 
the development. 

The report states that the school 
“has not overcome the reasons 
for previous refusal as it has failed 
to address the main issue relating 
to its height and scale and the 
resulting loss of outlook and sense 
of enclosure”.

AN entrepreneur who launched a new line of 
greetings cards last year has her sights set on 
even bigger projects. 

Cheryl Johnson set up Fearless Cards last year 
after realising that no greetings cards for chil¬ 
dren, birthdays, graduations, or anniversaries 
featured representations of black people, or 
indeed, of any ethnic minorities. 

She sells the cards online via www.fear- 
lesssteps.co.uk and through the I Am Hair salon, 
in Green Lanes, Palmers Green. 

Cheryl, who lives in Glasgow Road, Edmon¬ 
ton, set up her business with the idea of raising 
the profile of black people and, right from the 
start, she has insisted that the designs on the 
cards are drawn by art students who are still at 
school or college. 

Part of her aim is to promote talented young 
people in the black community by highlighting 
their potential and achievements. 

“I think there are some very talented young¬ 
sters out there and I think it is so important to 
showcase them,” she told the Advertiser. 

At the moment she is particularly interested in 
getting more young people, including those 
studying art at college, to work with her and her 
design team to create her vision of promoting the 
power and beauty of black lives in print. 

Explaining the thoughts behind her vision that 
led her to move from her job in the City to setting 
up her company, she revealed: “The thing is 
cards should reflect the people in society and I 
don’t think they do. 

“There’s a lot of educated youngsters - we just 


don’t see them. I’m meeting these very ambitious 
young men and women.” 

Her vision for helping young people includes 
working as a motivational speaker and mentor in 
schools and she often speaks in school assem¬ 
blies about power and potential. 

“They need to see more successful people like 
them,” she said, speaking of young black students. 
“They need to see more role models. So a group 
of us in the community have come together and 
we will be launching a finance venture.” 

Cheryl has a vision that the finance group will 
act as a way of backing business ventures among 
people in the black community who may not 
have direct experience of investing capital. 

“We will use the finance raised through busi¬ 
ness and investment to fund things that would 
directly benefit our community,” she said. 

One of the things Cheryl would like to raise 
money to fund would be a health centre that 
focuses specifically on health issues and inequal¬ 
ities that disproportionately affect the black 
Caribbean and African communities, specifically 
fibroids, sickle cell anaemia and diabetes. 

“We need more research into these issues, we 
need to find ways of directly addressing and 
helping these issues ourselves,” she added. 

Cheryl and her colleagues will be launching 
their finance venture at a networking event in the 
Dugdale Centre, in London Road, Enfield Town, 
on May 14, from 6pm to 9pm. Tickets will be £5 
and to book a pop-up stand promoting your busi¬ 
ness or skill costs £15.

Why can’t they all just be friends? 



CAPTAIN AMERICA: CIVIL WAR 
(12A, 147 mins) 


T HE fragile alliance between the 
Avengers is shattered in the third 
Captain America film, directed at a 
breathless pace by brothers Joe and 
Anthony Russo. 

Opening with a flashback to 1991 that 
sets one major character on the self¬ 
destructive path, Civil War underscores its 
bombastic title by pitting former allies 
against each other in a series of dizzying 
showdowns that cleave apart the Marvel 
Comics universe. 

Scriptwriters Christopher Markus and 
Stephen McFeely repeatedly inhabit the 
blurred lines between heroism and villainy, 
examining the moral conundrums faced 
by superpowered warriors who have 
pledged to protect the innocent from the 
righteous crossfire. 

No one emerges unscathed from the 
melee and the deep psychological wounds 
inflicted in these bombastic 147 minutes 
suggest that this muscular chapter signals 
a bittersweet end for some characters 
while blatantly teeing up standalone spin¬ 
offs for Spider-Man and Black Panther. 

“Victory at the expense of the innocent 
is no victory at all,” solemnly intones King 
T’Chaka (John Kani) from the battle- 
scarred nation of Wakanda. 

If that is true, then Captain America: Civil 
War is a crushing defeat for everyone 
except thrill-seeking cinema audiences. 

A year has passed since the events of 
Avengers: Age Of Ultron and the US Sec¬ 
retary of State Thaddeus Ross (William 
Hurt) insists on the introduction of legisla¬ 
tion - The Sokovia Accords - to control 
the superheroes.

It’s the Dawn of a new er 


By Matt Kimberley 

I EFORE the arrival of the 
I Dawn, the Phantom Drophead 
' Coupe was the only convert¬ 
ible model in the Rolls-Royce line-up, 
and tremendous though that car is, 
there was clearly a need for a slightly 
more manageable version with a 
lower price tag and broader appeal. 

With the smaller Ghost II saloon 
and Wraith proving there’s a market 
for cars beneath the Phantom range, 
the Dawn is designed to meet those 
desires. 

Speak to Rolls-Royce about the 
Dawn and they explain how it’s 
designed to bring more sex appeal to 
the brand and attract younger cus¬ 
tomers - in fact, they go as far as 
describing it as “the sexiest Rolls- 
Royce ever built”. 

That’s for you to judge, but the 
Dawn gets a unique exterior, folding 
fabric roof and four-seater cabin, as 
well as the brand’s superlative stan¬ 


dards of refinement and build quality. 
Choice is something of a misnomer 
when it comes to specifying your 
Dawn because you can have any 
colour you like, but it’s more crucial 
than ever to pick right when it comes 
to this particular car. 

More sober hues lend an air of dis¬ 
cretion, but go for a lighter paint 
shade and a contrast roof and you can 
really see the modern influences. 

It’s not so extreme as to frighten off 
older buyers, but at the same time, if 
you start seeing Dawns cropping up 
in LA-set music videos, don’t be sur¬ 
prised. This really is a Royce for the 
YouTube generation. 

Rolls-Royce isn’t big on compro¬ 
mise either, so although the Dawn is 
billed as a 2+2, it’s a bit more gener¬ 
ous than that. Up front of course 
there’s plenty of space, roof up or 
down, and although the wide centre 
console keeps you enclosed, it is in a 
comfortable manner. 

The rear space however makes the 


Dawn a genuine four-seater. The 
seats are supremely comfortable and 
even sat behind a six-footer there’s 
good legroom. The boot is more than 
sufficient to handle big luggage, too, 
with up to 295 litres with the roof up 
and 244 with it down. 

The roof is a key element to the 
Dawn driving experience. With it 
raised, the cabin is cocooned and 
remarkably quiet, due in part to the 
effort Rolls-Royce put in with six 
layers of fabric and “French seam” 
stitching. It lowers in 22 seconds, in 
beautifully-engineered silence, and 
you can lower it at up to 31mph. 

However you have the roof, the 
Dawn delivers a sumptuous driving 
experience you can’t find elsewhere. 

While the physical differences 
between it and the Phantom are rela¬ 
tively small, the Dawn is more engag¬ 
ing to drive and happy to be hurried 
briskly along country roads, but still 
it always demands very little of you. 
The steering is accurate and the 


retuned suspension keeps it level and 
controlled without harming the mag¬ 
ical ride quality. 

The 6.6-litre V12 barely emits a 
murmur, but is always ready to pro¬ 
vide rapid and effort-free accelera¬ 
tion. You can reach 62mph in just 4.9 
seconds. However, it is the way the 
Dawn flows along with the road that 
makes it so special, gaining speed as 
easily as it sheds it and remaining 
unperturbed by the outside world. 

There’s not much competition as 
the Dawn’s basic price is £250,000, 
with the more crucial factor being 
that it feels sufficiently special and 
luxurious. It’s spectacular to look at 
from the outside with a flawless fin¬ 
ish, while inside there is a delightful 
mix of wood, leather and metal trim. 
Only the occasional sliver of plastic 
puts some distance between it and the 
peerless Phantom. More than any¬ 
thing though, the Dawn provides an 
experience that makes even an ordi¬ 
nary journey feel extraordinary.

POCHETTINO: I 
STILL BELIEVE 



Not giving up: Mauricio Pochettino refuses to accept defeat in the race for the Premier League title

HEAD coach Mauricio Pochettino 
insists that Tottenham Hotspur have 
not given up hope of being crowned 
champions this season despite suf¬ 
fering a major setback to their 
Premier League title bid when they 
were held 1-1 at home by West 
Bromwich Albion on Monday night. 

The result leaves Spurs seven 
points adrift of Leicester City with 
just three matches remaining and 
means that the leaders will take the 
title if they beat Manchester United 
this weekend. 

But Pochettino has refused to 
accept defeat in the title race and 
feels that there is still a slim chance 
that they can catch the leaders. 

“It is not over,” he said. “The gap 
is seven points and we have three 
games ahead. It is true that it is very 
difficult, more difficult than before 
the game, but we still believe and 
we are still fighting. 

“We have to hope Leicester drop 
points and we get three points at 
Chelsea. It is important to still fight. 
The objective is still there. 

“It is more difficult that before, 
but the gap to Arsenal and Man¬ 
chester City [who lie fourth and 
third] is five points and we need to 
keep this gap. It is important to win 
in case Leicester drop points so we 
can win the title.” 

Spurs were left to rue their failure 
to take their chances against West 
Brom as they struck the woodwork 
three times in a game which saw the 
visitors’ Craig Dawson score at 
both ends. 

“We played very well in the first 
half,” Pochettino added. “We created 
a lot of chances, and the feeling was 
that we spent a lot of energy and the 
reward was only to be 1-0 ahead. 

“In the second half we lost some 
control and allowed them to believe 
and conceded a goal from a set- 


piece. I feel proud of the effort, but 
I’m a little disappointed because we 
deserved more. 

“We have different objectives, first 
to try to win the league and then to 
try to keep our position in the table. 
There is still so much to play for. We 
need to lift the players, we need to 
lift our heads, still believe and be 
ready for the next game.” 

Meanwhile, Dele Alii has 
expressed his pride after he was 


named the Professional Footballers’ 
Association’s Young Player of the 
Year at their annual awards evening 
on Sunday. 

“I’m honoured to win such a 
prestigious award and I have to say 
thank you to all the players who 
voted for me,” he said. “It’s been a 
good year for me and I’ve obviously 
got a lot of people to thank, espe¬ 
cially the gaffer for giving me my 
chance. 


“I have always been quite confi¬ 
dent in my own ability, but maybe I 
didn’t expect things to happen 
this quickly. I’ve still got a lot of 
hard work to do though and hope¬ 
fully next season will be even 
better. 

“I’m still young, I have a lot to 
learn and it’s important I don’t get 
too carries away. I’ve got great sup¬ 
port around me to keep my feet on 
the floor and that’s great for me.”

Again Borough hit back and Nana Asamoah 
ensured that they would pick up a point for their 
efforts by firing into the top corner on 55 minutes. 

Meanwhile, Saturday’s match saw Aristidou give 
them the lead on 36 minutes before Lewis Sparrow 
grabbed the equaliser for Great Wakering.
